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MINISTER ENDS 
HS SUFFERING 


REV. THOMAS POTWIN HANGED 
HIMSELF TO A DOOR KNOB. 


HE WAS MENTALLY - WEAK. 


He Belonged to a Leading New En- 
gland Family and Was an 
Eminent Clergyman. 


HARTFORD, Conn., Oct. 24.—The Rev. 
Thomas Stoughton Potwin, M. A., one of 
the best known Congregationalist clergy- 
men of New England, has committed suicide 
at his home in this city. 

Mr. Potwin had been in poor health for 
some time, and since the recent develop- 
ment of melancholia had been under the 
care of Dr. Stearns of the Insane Retreat. 
While his family was away yesterday after- 
noon he went to an upper room and hanged 
himself with a rope fastened to the door 
knob. 

Mr. Potwin was a descendant of Elder 
Brewster, who came over in the Mayflower, 
ard by intermarriage his ancestors were 


— 


doubly related to Jonathan Edwards and the 
elder Timothy Dwight, president of Yale 
College. ö 

He was born in East Windsor, Conn., 
April 4, 1829, and was graduated with high 
honors at Yale in 1851, exactly one hundred 
years from the time when his great grand- 
father, also a clergyman, received his diplo- 
ma there. 

Mr. Potwin studied at the famous East 
Windsor Theological Seminary, received the 
degree of M. A. at Yale in 1855, was licensed 
to preach in 1858 and become a tutor at 
Yule. He married Harriet Amelia King, a 
member of a prominent Boston family. 

During the war Mr. Potwin preached in 
Franklin, N. V. After that he preached in 
Amherst until he came here, in 1875, and with 
his wife took charge of the. Hartford 
Orphan Asylum. His work in establishing a 
colony for orphans in Nebraska attracted 
much attention in the Christian world. 

In 1887 his health caused him to abandon 
active work and he went to Florida, re- 
turning to this city soon afterward, where 
he has lived quietly ever since. He was a 
man of rare scholarly attainments. 

He leaves a widow and two adopted chil- 
dren—Clara Brewster Potwin, now teachin 
in New Jersey, and Fred Thomas Potwin o 
East Windsor.

ICHAS. N. CRISP. DEAD. 


Ex-Speaker of the “Hétde of Represen- 
tatives Passes Away in 
Atlanta. 


ATLANTA, Ga, Oct. %—Charles F. 
Crisp, the ex-Speaker of the House of Rep- 
resentatives, died here this afternoon, 

Charles Frederick Crisp of Americus, Ga., 
was born on the 29th of January, 1845, in 
Sheffield, England, where his parents had 
gone a visit. He was brought by them to 
this country the year of his birth, and re- 
ceived a common-school education in Sa- 
vannah and Macon, Ga. He entered the 
Confederate army in May, 1861; was a Lieu- 
tenant in Company K, 10th Virginia In- 


fantry, and served with that regiment until 
the 12th of May, 1864, when he became a 
prisoner of war. 

Upon his release from Fort Delaware, in 
June, 1865, he joined his parents at Ella- 
ville, Schley County, Georgia; read law in 
Americus, and was admitted to the bar 
there in 1866. He began the practice of law 
in Ellaville, Georgia, and in 1872 was ap- 
pointed Solicitor General of the Southwest- 
ern Judicial Circuit, and was reappointed 
in 1873 for a term of four years. He lo- 
cated in Americus in 1873 and in June, 1877, 
was appointed Judge of the Superior Court 
of the same circuit. In 1878 he was elected 
by the General Assembly to the same of- 
fice and in 1880 was re-elected Judge for a 
term of four years. He resigned that office 
in September, 1882, to accept the Demo- 
cratic nomination for Congress, He was 
permanent President of the Democratic 
Convention which assembled in Atlanta in 
April, 1883, to nominate a candidate for 
Governor. 

He was elected to the Forty-eighth, For- 
ty-ninth, Fiftieth, Fifty-first and Fifty-sec- 
ond Congresses, and re-elected to the Fifty- 
third Congress as a Democrat, receiving 
11,574 votes against 4,982 votes for Wimberly, 
People’s. He was elected Speaker of the 
House for the Fifty-second Congress, and 
re-elected Speaker for the Fifty-third.

Andrew Carnegie was the Burchard of 
the Republican campaign of 1892. The 
Pinkerton riots ahd bloodshed which he 
precipitated by a cut in wages that year 
were potent factors in defeating Harri- 
son.

WS KIDNAPPED. 


HE IS A PRISONER IN HIS COUN- 
TRY’S LEGATION IN LONDON. 


ENGLAND WILL RESCUE HIM.

He Is a Doctor and Practiced in the 
United States After His Flight 
From Home, 


LONDON, Oct. 23.—The sensational story 
of the Globe regarding the imprisonment 
of a Chinaman in the Chinese Legation, is 
confirmed, though there are various reports 
of tha manner in which the arrest was 
made. Sir Halliday MacCartney, the Coun- 
selor of the Chinese Legation, has come 
out in an interview protesting strongly 
against the statement that the man was 
captured in the street. 

“He was not even induced to visit the 
Legation,” said Sir Halliday, “but came 
there of his own accord more than once, 
believing that he would not be recognized, 
with a view of spying on officials there. 
He was recognized and arrested.“ 


The story as published in the Globe was 
to the effect that the Chinese Government ' 
learned in November last that there existed 
a conspiracy to seize the Viceroy of Canton 
as the first step toward the overthrow of 
the present Manchu dynasty. The plot was 
disclosed by the premature importation of 
400 coolies to Canton from Hong-Hong to 
assist in the seizure of the Viceroy, which 
aroused suspicion. Some of the leaders 
were then arrested and confessed and one 
of them, a doctor named Sut Yat Sen, es- 
caped to America and thence made his 
way to London. Thie doctor has been miss- 
ing since Saturday a week ago, and some 
of the English friends claim they learned 
that he was imprisoned at the Chinese 
Legation, having been seized by a coupie 
of Chinese. 

The Foreign Office and the Scotland Yard 
authorities were notified and detectives are 
watching the Chinese Legation in order to 
prevent the removal of the doctor. 

Sir Halliday MacCartney claims that the 
man was a Chinese subject, but declines to 


e further information in the matter. 
he man’s friends in London, however, 
claim that he is a British subject. He has 
means of communication with his friends 
and he has conveyed to them the intelligence 
that he will be poisoned or starved to death, 
having had practically nothing to eat since 
his arrest. 

Sun Yat Sen, the prisoner, practiced as a 

hysician in the United States before coming 

ere. He arrived in England on the steam- 
ship Germanic on Oct. 1, and took chambers 
at No. 8 Gray’s Inn place. 

The officials of the Chinese legation have 
flatly denied that an English Judge was 
applied to by the friends of Sun Yat Sen 
for a writ of habeas corpus, and have de- 
clared the inability of the Judge to inter-

On a platform erected 
within a few yards of the home of General 
Lew Wallace he replied in vigorous lan- 
guage to the author of Ben Hur,“ who, 
in a speech made some time ago, alluded 
to Mr. Bryan as an anarchist. At La- 
fayette he denied the statement of ex- 


President Benjamin Harrison made yester- 
day at Salem that the present conditions 
are that we are a bimetallic country.“ He 
said that statement meant that, having 
been defeated in this campaign on a gold 
standard, the Republicans are trying to 
get under the cover of bimetallism and 
claim that their platform ig a fraud. R 

It was at Crawfordsville that the sensa- 
don of the day occurred, and at that meet- 
ing Mr. Bryan made his declaration that 
he would put his patriotism against that 
of any other man on earth who indorses the 
Republican platform. His speech 
follows: 

“Mr. Chairman, Ladies and Gentlemen—I 
believe that this is one of me towns in 
which I have been accused of being 
an Anarchist. After hearing your shouts I 
feel tempted to address you as fellow An- 
archists. Now, why are we called Anar- 
chists? Is it for anything in which we be- 
lieve? No, my friends, there is nothing in 
the platform upon whieh I stand that jus- 
tifles the charge.

19 is true that I am a young 
man, but, my friends, I want to assert here 
with all the emphasis that I can command 
that I am as good a friend of our Govern- 
ment—aye, I will say that I am a better 
friend of American institutions than any 
man who declares tha? foreign creditors 
must run our country. 

I was not old enough to have proven 
my love of country in time of battle, but I 
am old enough now to prove my love of 
country when a foreign financial policy has 
set foot upon our shores, and, my friends, 
I want you to understand that in this great 
contest I am enlisted, not for a year, not 
for four years—I am enlisted for the war, 
no matter how long the war may last, and 
I shall not céase to fight until the gold 
standard, which has ‘cursed every nation 
that ever had it, is driven out of the United 
States across the ocean and back to. the 
Old World,. where it belongs. And I shall 
not be deterred from my determination by 
any man, no matter what his title, civil.or 
military, may be, who doubts the ability of 
this nation to attend to its own business.

BAD FEATURES ELIMINATED. 


It Is Claimed That the Bill Is Now. 
Without Any Objection- 
able Qualities.

A prominent St. Louis attorney who was 
consulted by Mr. Sutter in the framing of 
the new Sutter bill, known as The Under- 


ground Telegraph and Telephone Company 


Bill,” which was introduced in the City 
Council Tuesday night, was seen by a Post- 
Dispatch reporter and asked to explain in 
what respects the new Dill differed from the 
old Sutter bill, which was defeated in the 
Council last week. He said: 

“In the new bill we have met all the ob- 
jections of the Supreme Court of Missouri.

as contained in his veto message. Mayor 
Walbridge objected to the old bill on the 
ground, first, that in the payment of the 
5 per cent of gross receipts it did not 
sufficiently epecify that such payment 
should be made by the company on the gross 
receipts dcrived from the rental of con- 
duit space to other wire using companies, 
as well as from all receipts that might be 
derived from the operation of a telephone 
or any other electric business permissible 
under its State charter.

This may be 
considered the vital and one of the most 
valuable features of this ordinance, in so 
far that competition will inevitably be con- 
served, and enabling the city to invite such 
competition, by reason of the conduit space 
so provided.“ 


SCHOOL AGE LIMIT. 


Educational Societies Favor the Pro- 
posed Amendment. 
For fear the public school amendment to 


the State constitution, to be voted upon at 


the general election, will be overlooked by 


voters, the Wednesday Club and the St. 
Louis Pedagogical Society have issued cir- 
culars calling attention to it. 

The proposed amendment provides for a 
reduction in the school age from 6 to 5 
years, so that persons between the ages of 
5 and .20 years may receive an education 
free in Missourt. 

The amendment is set out in full in the 
circular, with the following reasons for its 
support: 

“The advancement and prosperity of the 
— depend on the education of the peo- 
ple. 
Wo increase the child’s opportunity for 
education by adding one year to the short 
school life. 

In twenty-one States the minimum school 
age. is lower than in Missouri. Shall our 
State be behind others? 

“It is more economical for the State to 
educate the children than to support pau- 
pers and criminals. The State of Missouri 
expended last year $8,282,999.09 for the Sup- 
port of the penal and eleemosynary insti- 
tutions. 

“Shall our taxes be spent in this way or 
for education?“

MYSTERIOUSLY. 


THEY HAD DUPLICATE KEYS. 


How and Where They Got Them Is 
What No One Seems 
to Know.

questlon, Where did the boys get the 
keys?“ 

That they did get them there is no doubt,

There were eight smart enough to get 
out, but only five smary enough to stay 


out, and not get caught. a 

The House of Refuge is surrounded partly 
by a board fence and partly by a brick Wall. 
The board fence is twenty feet high, with 
an overhanging top, so it is a physical im- 
possibility to climb it. Ad the southwest 
angle of this fence is a big gate, with two 
leaves, which is opened only when wagons 


come in with supplies. 5 5 
eople have the keys to e two 
4. keotstant Supermtendent Wood and 
the gate man, Without both men being 
resent the gate cannot be opened. The 
ale locks, about the size of a small ham, 
hold in place large iron bars two inches 
wide, which cannot be moved unless the 
locks are opened. 

The locks are changed at irregular inter- 
vals and those on the gates where the boys 
escaped moved to other gates and . vice 
versa. This is done often enough to con- 
fuse any ordinary person and make it dif- 
ficult for them to keep track of what gate 
any particular lock is on. No two locks 
open with the same key and all duplicate 
keys are safely locked away in secret 
places. 

In the face of all these precautions some 
boy under 16 years of age in less than fifteen 
minutes unlocked two of these Yale pad- 
locks, and jerked one loose from the staple 
holding it by a short chain-to the gate. 

The 4 were slipped back and the gates 
swung wide. Not a sound was heard in the 
tailor shop only a few yards away, and no 
suspicion was aroused in the mind of the 
Assistant Superintendent, who was not 
more than 100 feet around the corner boss- 
ing a job of granitoid laying, where a par- 
ticularly unruly lot of boys were working 

The boys who got out were: Jesse Mc- 
Clure, colored, aged 15; Harry Diggs, col- 
ored, aged 12; Edward Saxey, aged 16; Wm. 
Haydens, aged 16; Anton Ortale, aged 15. 

One of these boys got hold in some way of 
two duplicate keys, with which he opened 
two separate Yale locks of the most ex- 
pensive and complicated pattern. It now re- 
mains to find out where he got those keys.

“Selection and Management of Employes.” 
Mr. Kelley thinks the question, when viewed 
by the public, the employe, the manager and 
the stockholder or owner, May appear in a 
different light. Managers are familiar with 
the stockholders’ views, but sometimes not 
with the public’s. The managers are in the 
main conscientious, but are often misjudged. 
The published reports and the complaints 
of the employes are not always well founded. 

Managers are not careful enough in the 
selection of motormen and conductors. 
They will not buy a car or appliance with- 
out a thorough investigation, but they will 
employ a man off-hand. A street railway 
employe should be more than intelligent, in- 
dustrious and sober. He should possess 
sound judgment and entertain neither com- 
munistic, socialistic nor anarchistic views. 
Mr. Kelley thinks it unwise to select em- 
ployes from men who have been employed 
as policemen, firemen, steam railro men 
or political appointees. 

Employes should be quick and accurate in 
their duties, clean, courteous, patient, never 
weary and always obliging to the patrons. 
Some managers even require more than this, 
and hamper the men with scores of old rules 
that keep them in a bad humor, and all for 


$2 per day.
